The Righteousness and Love of Yahweh (God) 


At the time of Amos and Hosea in 
Israel, Isaiah and Micah in Judah, 
the religion of Jehovah was endan- 
gered by two perils: 1. The moral and 
religious corruption which was due 
to a wrong conception of the charac- 
ter of Yahweh. 2. The successes of 
the Assyrians, which were to the great 
mass of people an evidence of the 
superior strength of the Assyrian 
deities, and might lead to apostasy 
from Yahweh. All four prophets were 
convinced that both dangers could be 
met by the statement or restatement 
of the true nature and character of 
God and the proper relationship be- 
tween Him and Israel. 

The prophets set themselves to 
meet the need. They made it clear 
that Jehovah was, above everything 
else, a God of righteousness, and that 
He cared nothing for the special 
privilege of Israel or for rites and 
ceremonies. Righteousness is called a 
moral or legal authority. It emanates 
from a law which assigns to one the 
dominion over the things and imposes 
on others the obligation to respect 
this dominion. To the right of one 
person corresponds an obligation on 
the part of others, so that righteous- 
ness and obligation condition each 
other. The owner of the right is tke 
person possessing the right; the 
terminus is the person who has the 
obligation corresponding to the right. 
The fact that the Israelites thought 
of themselves as the chosen of God 
only increased their responsibility. 
Against the popular belief in the elec- 
tion of Israel and the common assur- 
ance that Jehovah would in some 
marvelous way intervene on their be- 
half in the day of trouble, Amos laid 
down the principle that the only hope 
of Israel was to be found in righteous- 
ness. And by righteousness he meant 
what was right in the moral sense of 
the term, both objective and sub- 
jective; he meant that which forms 
the essence of all true morality—tre- 
spect for personality in self and in 
others. One author states that right- 
eousness was not a privilege of the 
Jew, it was an obligation. 

The essence of “revealed religion” is, 
in the Biblical revelation of the moral

character of God, a revelation of His 
righteousness and love. The original 
implications of the root “zedek zedak- 
ah” are involved in doubt. To be 
“hard,” “even,” and “straight” have 
been suggested as the primitive physi- 
cal ideas. This word was used in con- 
nection with roads, weights, meas- 
ures, paths, offerings, kings, and to 
persons innocent of a charge. But in 
many of the passages in which the 
root has this physical implication, an 
ethical element may be discovered. It 
is in the prophets that the ethical 
aspect of righteousness is forcibly ac- 
centuated. The prophets disclosed 
Jehovah to Israel as the absolute 
moral ideal. “Jehovah punished the 
wicked and rewarded the righteous, 
but he did not deal with the erring 
men according to their sins, nor re- 
warded them according to their iniq- 
uities. As the heaven is high above 
the earth, so great was his mercy to- 
ward those that feared him.”—Knud- 
son. The Doctrine of God, pp. 325-350. 

He was loving, merciful, longsuffer- 
ing, forgiving; He was as merciful as 
He was just, and as just as merciful— 
the ethical ideal. 

The attribute of righteousness 
brings out the thought that God is 
the ultimate source and ground of 
moral distinctions and that in Him 
we have a perfect standard of right- 
eousness. And although Yahweh is 
thought of as the divine judge con- 
demning the wicked, nowhere is right- 
eousness divorced from love and mer- 
cy. “Yahweh demands justice and 
righteousness because he is faithful 
and righteous, love because his right- 
eousness is seasoned with love, ten- 
derness and compassion because the 
devouring fire of his holiness is a spir- 
it of redeeming grace as well as judg- 
ment.”—Hastings, Encycl. of Religion 
and Ethics, p. 780—Vol. X. 

That Yahweh is love is not con-

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tradictory to the fact that He also is 
just. His love fulfills His justice. 
“Righteousness and love may be de- 
scribed as overlapping circles with 
circumferences so elastic that either 
can be stretched so as to include the 
other.”—Knudson, The Doctrine of 
God. “Because he is love, he doesn’t 
let the oppressor go unpunished lest 
oppression cause more victims among 
those he loves.” Punishment is not 
inflicted simply for the purpose of 
reforming the offender and of pre- 
venting further evil. It is inflicted 
because it is required by the divine 
righteousness. . . . God is righteous in 
the sense that He is not indifferent 
to moral distinctions and does not 
treat the upright and the wicked 
alike, and in the further sense that 
He betrays no favoritism in dealing 
with men. He punishes Israel, too, 
for their sin, even to the extent of 
driving them from their promised 
land. And the guilty themselves must 
admit that He is righteous. He deals 
with all nations, Israel included, on 
the basis of ethical principles. But 
His forgiving love transcends the law 
of merit and demerit. The qualities 
He most prizes are those associated 
with the consciousness of demerit 
rather than those associated with the 
consciousness of merit. The love of 
righteousness naturally implies a 
hatred of sin. In God we do not have 
justice and love at variance with each 
other, but One holy and loving will 
seek the moral redemption of men. 
Knudson defines God’s wrath-as an 
instrument of God’s love kin to—grief 
and compassion. The people must be 
punished for wrongdoing, but if they 
do right they will enjoy His favor. 
This is not acquired by ritual and 
sacrifices, but by diligent practice of 
kindness and brotherliness. “Thou 
desirest not sacrifice; else would I 
give it: thou delightest not in burnt 
offering. The sacrifices of God are a 
broken spirit: a broken and a contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not despise. 
Do good in thy good pleasure unto 
Zion: build thou the walls of Jeru- 
salem. Then shalt thou be pleased 
with the sacrifices of righteousness.”

Dr. Ockenga Now in Europe 
Accepted War Department Appointment to Represent 
Evangelicals 

In a most significant telegram, dated June 2, Secretary 
of War, Robert P. Patterson, appointed Dr. Harold John 
Ockenga, pastor of historic Park Street Congregational 
Church, Boston, Mass., and first president of the National 
Association of Evangelicals, to represent American evan- 
gelicals on a tour of inspection of European occupation 
zones. 

The Secretary’s telegram follows: 


DR. HAROLD J. OCKENGA, 
Pastor of Park Street Church 

T“should like you to be a member of a representative 
group of leading American clergymen whom I am inviting 
to visit Germany, Austria, Italy and Switzerland as my 
guests for the purpose of observing conditions confront- 
ing our occupation forces. The party will depart Washing- 
ton by special mission aircraft Monday, June 23, for ap- 
proximately a 35-day tour, during which you will be given 
every opportunity to study all phases of the complex 
problems existing in occupied areas. I am asking Major 
General Daniel Noce, Chief Civil Affairs Division, to at- 
tend to all details preparatory to the departure of the 
tour from Washington. Chaplain (Major General) Luther 
D. Miller, Chief of Chaplains, and Major General Floyd 
L. Parks, Chief, Public Information Division, are assisting 
General Noce with these arrangements. I hope that you 
are able to accept this invitation and that you will notify 
my office as soon as possible in order that General Noce 
may provide you with complete information and plans.

THE BIBLE SOCIETY HEARS 


When the Navy Testaments, supplied by the American 
Bible Society during the war for installation in lifeboats, 
life rafts, and on airplanes operating over water, were 
sealed in their watertight envelopes, a sentence on the 
front of the envelope read, “If you ever have occasion to 
use this book, please let us know.” 

The Bible Society has just received a letter from a young 
Filipino, Claudio Ablat, who tells the following story. About 
September, 1945, while walking along the shore of Mabatao, 
Batanes, in the Philippines, he found a can, which he took 
home to open when he might be alone. He feared being dis- 
covered by the Japanese, who were then occupying the Is- 
land. In the can he found the sealed envelope and other 
goods, the latter undoubtedly being supplied by the Red 
Cross. He hid all the articles, afraid someone would see 
them and tell the enemy. However, some days later, the 
Japanese came to search his home and found the carefully 
hidden things. He was taken prisoner and accused of being 
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a spy, for in the package had been a signaling mirror and a 
signal light, which Claudio had been using to try to tell 
the American planes that help was needed. 

He was taken to the capital, Basco, under military guard 
and tied to keep from escaping. He continued to ask God, 
whom he had come to know in the Testament, for help. One 
night he found his hands free and managed to escape to 
the forest. Although a search was made for him, the coming 
of the Americans forced the Japanese to leave the Island 
before they had found him. 

Claudio stayed in the forest seven months, “having 
Testament as a partner. That’s all I can tell you. I could 
not write to you before because I have no money to buy 
stamp. Please tell meif there are some other helpful 
books.” 

The Rev. Harry Fonger, secretary of the Society’s agency 
in the Philippine Islands, thinks there is no doubt that this 
is a record of an actual experience.

BIBLE SOCIETY SECRETARY IN LATIN AMERICA 
RECEIVES AWARD 


The Inter-American Understanding Award was recently 
conferred upon Rev. Raymond R. Gregory, secretary of the 
America Bible Society’s Central America Agency, in 
recognition of more than a third of a century of devoted 
service in promoting understanding and friendship in 
Latin America, by the Committee of Management of the 
Cristobal Army and Navy YMCA. The presentation was 
made in the auditorium of the Bolivar Avenue USO Club, 
Cristobal, Canal Zone. 

For this special occasion Dr. Ricardo J. Alfaro, Panama’s 
leading citizen and representative of his country in the 
United Nations, as well as Minister of Foreign Relations, 
gave the address commemorating Pan-American Day and 
the conferring of the Award. 

Since 1920 Mr. Gregory has served continuously with 
the American Bible Society, as its secretary with head- 
quarters at the Bible House in Cristobal, Canal Zone. The 
field covers the Central American Republics, Panama, the 
Canal Zone, Colombia and Venezuela. 

During these 27 years Mr. Gregory has travelled many 
thousands of miles and has spoken to multitudes of peo- 
ple. Several million copies of the Scriptures have been 
distributed under his direction in the Republics of the 
Caribbean area. Mr. Gregory is one of the outstanding 
evangelical religious leaders on the Isthmus, and probably 
the best-known throughout the Republics of the Caribbean 
area.

Modernism is that final state of depravity 
described in Scripture whereby men take both pride and 
pleasure in turning their backs upon God and His truth.

“New Work Beginning” — “Despise Not the Day of 
Small Things” 


In the land of Semites, with a great civilization over 
a thousand years before the Christian era, whose writings 
and records corroborate the sacred history, we now have 
a new Sunday School, just starting. Arabia, as you know, 
is that country west and southwest of Palestine, where 
hundreds and thousands of Mohammedans trek to their 
Mecca each year. But, despise not the day of small things. 
From little acorns great oaks grow. It takes only a small 
spark to start the sage fire, which leaps into a great 
forest fire, claiming everything in its path; even so may 
we expect this little Sunday School to expand with the 
power of God, whose flame will burn until Jesus comes. 
They started the Sunday School with three or four mem- 
bers. Last Sunday (June 6) there were seventy-three pres- 
ent. 

From this country somewhere, some believe the queen 
of Sheba came to visit King Solomon in Jerusalem. “How- 
beit I believed not the words, until I came, and mine eyes 
_ have seen it; and, behold, the half was not told me; thy 
wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame which I heard,” 
I Kings 10:7. 

Paul went into the Arabian desert for study and conse- 
cration for some three years, however we do not believe 
he visited this particular part of Arabia, since it is far 
away on the Persian Gulf. 

Our Clyde E. Patty, who is starting the Sunday School 
in Arabia, is an interior decorator by trade. He originally 
decorated for the reception of Admiral Conoley and his 
staff upon the heavy cruiser, U. S. S. Toledo, and was 
guest of Honorable J. Rives Childs, the American minister 
to Arabia, and Anir Saudi Din Jiluwi, of the Arabian 
Government. The Honorable Mr. Waldo E. Bailey, the 
American consul, was present. He has done special deco- 
rations for the various little cities in this area. He gave 
a very striking testimony that touched me: “You see, 
Brother Brinsfield, I was called to preach this wonderful 
gospel, when I was only sixteen, but like so many, I failed 
Him. I am so ashamed of this now, for if I could call 
back these fourteen years, there’s so much to be done and 
so little time in which to do it.” 

We people in America are not in a position to sympa- 
thize with people beginning work in foreign countries, with 
so many things against them. Shall we not make this 
young Sunday School an object of prayer? Pray that God 
will bless our brother and may the work there be only 
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the beginning of a great and prominent work in this 
country. “Looking out of my window across the Persian 
Gulf, the water tonight is still and the moon is full. 
I can feel the presence of God here beside me as I type. 
My longing, and my prayer is, that I’ll always serve Him 
and do the thing that He’d have me do. Life is so short, 
I cannot feel I have the time to do the things a Christian 
should do in the short time that is left . . . I feel so full 
tonight that tears run down my face as I write you... .” 


Young people, think of this testimony — a man now 
face to face with great responsibilities of helping people 
in a foreign country with what he feels are wasted years 
as an experience behind him! You young ministers pre- 
paring for the ministry should avail yourselves of every op- 
portunity of preparation, for you never know when your 
hour will come. If you are prepared, you can step in and 
do a work for God. Do you not feel this call to carry the 
message into all the world? Arabia is part of that needy 
country that should hear the old, old story. (Thanks to 
the Mission Department for this letter.) 





Argentina and Uraguay, South America 


Our work in Argentina and Uraguay is expanding very 
rapidly. Missionaries in the interior report great increases 
among the Indians, also among the Russian group there. 
The membership now stands above ten thousand, but the 
ever earnest, incessant cry still is: “We need more work- 
ers.”

The followers of the religious sys- 
tem originated by Barton Warren 
Stone, Thomas Campbell, and his son 
Alexander Campbell, call themselves 
“THE CHURCH OF CHRIST,” the one 
and only church of the New Testa- 
ment, all others excluded. They will 
tell you that they are not a religious 
denomination or organization as 
other sects. They will- tell you that 
Jesus Christ founded their church, 
and all others are excluded because 
they will not follow their doctrines 
and system. These people are com- 
monly identified by others as “Camp- 
bellites,” and their doctrine “Camp- 
bellism.” 


THEIR ORIGIN 

Is the so-called Church of Christ 
the one New Testament church ex- 
clusively? or is it a denomination like 
other sects? We say, without fear of 
controversy, that it is positively a 
religious denomination, and is no 
more the one body of Christ than 
other churches that teach the funda- 
mentals of Christianity. It lacks 1,800 
years being the church historically, 
and much more Biblically. The so- 
called Church of Christ was origi- 
nated by three men; namely, Barton 
Warren Stone, Thomas Campbell, and 
his son Alexander Campbell. It 
started about the year 1772. Stone was 
a Presbyterian minister, and was 
barred from their communion for 
preaching counter to the Westminster 
Confession, on faith and the work of 
the Holy Spirit in conversion. Au- 
thoritative history tells us that he 
organized the “Springfield Presby- 
tery.” In the year 1804, his band of 
five ministers met and gave up the 
said title and began to call them- 
selves “Christians.” Alexander Camp- 
bell and his father adopted the mode 
of baptism by immersion in the year 
1812, and in the year 1813 joined the 
Baptists. It came to pass, in process 
of time, that the Campbells adopted 
the same system as that of Stone. 
Consequently, he began to propagate 
his interpretations on faith and the 
work of the Holy Spirit in conversion. 
He denied any direct and tangible 
operation of the Holy Spirit in chang- 
ing man’s nature in regeneration, and 
substituted “baptismal regeneration.” 
He preached that his interpretation 
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of the Christian system was designed 
in the purpose of God to unite all 
churches in one body. His system 
failed to unify even the Baptists, 
much less all other churches. His sys- 
tem, being superficial, ceremonial, 
and materialistic, did conflict greatly 
with the fundamental Baptist minis- 
ters, who taught that in regeneration 
the Holy Spirit wrought a definite 
change in man’s nature. A great clash 
occurred between Campbell and the 
Baptist ministry. Many warm debates 
transpired, until finally, between the 
years 1825 and 1830, the Campbellites 
were practically all ruled out of the 
Baptist communion. (Let it be known 
here that the Baptist ministry was in 
the right, for no man is God-led into 
any church with conflicting doctrines 


‘that incur friction and sow discord. 


The Bible says “withdraw,” not “in- 
vade.” If their doctrine is of force 
enough to unite all churches, it can 
accomplish its purpose without invad- 
ing upon the rightful possessions of 
others.) 

CAMPBELL AND STONE UNITE 

In January of 1832, at Lexington, 
Kentucky, the disciples of Campbell 
and Stone united into one group, call- 
ing themselves “The Disciples of 


Christ.” Their local churches are 
called “Churches of Christ.” Their 
followers, or members, are called 


“Christians.” The chief design and 
high aim of Mr. Campbell was to 
unite all churches in one body, as it 
was when Jews, Gentiles, proselytes, 
and mongrels were organized into one 
body in the apostolic day. Campbell 
thought to erase all doctrinal lines 
and break down all governmental 
fences that separate between the 
various denominations. Indeed, there 
was nothing amiss of this desire with- 
in itself, but Mr. Campbell, like all the 
hundreds of others who have tried the 
same thing, thought to erase denomi- 
national lines by proposing that all 
others throw down their interpreta- 
tions of Scripture and accept his as 
altogether authoritative and unal- 
terable. Ah, I, too, can unite all 
churches if they will throw down 
their interpretations and accept mine. 
But here is where the hitch will re- 
main until He who purchased the 
church with His own blood “separate 


them, the one on his right hand and 
other on his left.” 

When great men of other churches, 
who had experienced the regeneration 
by the operation of the Holy Spirit, 
heard and read of Campbell’s ma- 
terialistic substitute for inward spirit- 
ual experience, they laughed in dis- 
gust.

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FASTING =~ The Strengthening of 
the Soul’s Appetite

“Therefore also now, saith the Lord, 
turn ye even to me with all your 
heart, and with fasting, and with 
weeping, and with mourning,” Joel 
2:12. 

Fasting and prayer gives us a close 
fellowship and communion with our 
Lord. And in these last, wicked, and 
perilous days, God’s people need a 
very close fellowship with our Lord 
so we might overcome all things. 

Fasting is the most spiritual means 
of self-chastisement and _ self-disci- 
pline. It develops meekness and hu- 
mility, eradicates demon power from 
the physical and spiritual being of a 
person, and purifies the mind and 
the heart. 

Fasting and prayer gives us a hum- 
ble and contrite spirit. God gives 
gracious promises to the penitent. 
“For thus saith the high and lofty 
One that inhabiteth eternity, whose 
name is Holy; I dwell in the high 
and holy place, with him also that 
is of a contrite and humble spirit, to 
revive the spirit of the humble, and 
to revive the heart of the contrite 
ones,” Isaiah 57:15. 

In Psalm 35:13 David said, “I hum- 
bled my soul with fasting.” David 
sought the Lord in leng fasts. Anna, 
the prophetess, served God with 
“fasting and prayers” night and day. 
It was revealed (to her) that the 
infant child of Mary’s was the Mes- 
siah. Luke 2:36-38. Many examples 
of good men who fasted are: Moses, 
in Horeb, the Israelites, Samuel, Eli- 
jah, Darius, Daniel, Jesus, Cornelius, 
and Paul. 

To “choose life,” deny the flesh and 
do not neglect to pray. 1 Cor. 9:27, 
“T keep under my body, and bring it 
into subjection; lest that by any 
means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a casta- 
way.” The body is referred to as the 
flesh nature. “For I know that in me 
(that is, in my flesh) dwelleth no 
good thing.” Fasting and prayer is the 
Lord’s way out of bondage from the 
body of the flesh. When the flesh 
predominates in our lives, the Spirit 
is handicapped; but when the Spirit 
predominates, the flesh is handi- 
capped. Too frequent eating causes us 
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to be lazy and indifferent, and creates 
carnality. 

“Feed me with food convenient for 
me: lest I be full and deny thee,” 
Prov. 30:8, 9. We should keep our 
bodies in a proper condition by just 
eating enough food necessary to keep 
them nourished. If we make eating 
our hobby, we are “lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God.” It not only 
gives the Spirit more advantage, but 
it is good for our health not to eat 
lots of unnecessary foods. In order to 
keep the demon power out of the 
body, and to pray for those who are 
demon-possessed, we must obey 
Christ’s words in Matt. 17:21, “How- 
beit this kind goeth not out but by 
prayer and fasting.” 

We need to leave off other things 
besides food in order to have a close 
fellowship with Christ, such things 
as worldly dress, worldly programs on 
the radio, worldly magazines, books 
and papers, and worldly amusments. 
If we want to be ready when Christ 
comes, we must strengthen the appe- 
tites of our souls and feed them the 
foods that will nourish them and 
make them grow. Those foods are the 
fruit of the Spirit: love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 


faith, meekness, and temperance. 
These are obtained by prayer, fasting, 
and supplication to our God. 

“If we live in the Spirit, let us also 
walk in the Spirit,” Gal. 5:25.

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WHAT DOES THE FUTURE HOLD 
FOR THE MISSIONARY IN INDIA? 
REV. PAUL C. COOK 


Are the doors of opportunity for 
Christian missionary endeavor in 
India about to close? This is the cur- 
rent question that is of grave impor- 
tance to all those who are vitally in- 
terested in bringing India’s teeming 
millions to Christ. As one who was 
brought up in India, though that 
which I have found here after an 
absence of eight years has made me 
rather bewildered and aghast, I 
should like to present, to the best of 
my knowledge, a clear, concise picture 
of mental attitudes that exist in the 
India that is looking to the great day 
of liberation that is around the cor- 
ner. 

For over a century, the Indians 
have been subject-people, and, as all 
other nations in bondage have done 
in the past, India has been agitated 
for freedom, until now redemption is 
nigh—the unbelievable (to the In- 
dian)! As one can well imagine, the 
many years of pent-up, aggravated 
hatred born of servitude has produced 
a drastic complex upon the young 
mind of India. Further, here is a new 
power; a new ‘plaything’ that India 
has acquired. How will she react to 
these liberties that have long been 
denied her? The potentialities of this 
question are certainly quite ominous, 
and God alone can make them other- 
wise. One can see, then, the ‘spirits’ 
and attitudes that might stem from 
the two that I have mentioned, and 
all these obstacles the Christian mis- 
sionary to India must face. 

The problems to the missionary 
would be great enough in an un- 
divided new India, but in the pro- 
posed partition, and in the decla- 
ration of independence of several na- 
tive states, the perplexing situations 
will become increased and more com- 
plex. The declaration of independence 
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of Travancore state will bring about 
hardships to us, since a large per- 
centage of the Churches of God in 
India are in Travancore. It will mean 
that the missionaries there will be 
laboring as in a separate country. In 
order to visit the churches in Hindu- 
stan, these missionaries will un- 
doubtedly have to pass through bur- 
densome international red tape. 

There will naturally be variations 
in the regulations restricting mission- 
ary endeavors of the two countries of 
Hindustan and Travancore. Thus, the 
mission work in both countries will 
be carried on under separate handi- 
caps, curtailing the co-operation of 
the two works seriously. 

One of the most alarming things 
I have encountered is the communis- 
tic spirit evidenced in so many in- 
stances. Several prominent Indian 
Christians have voiced the following 
opinions as to what the place of the 
foreign missionary in India should 
be: He should be as one of the na- 
tives, denying himself the comforis 
and ways of the West to live on the 
same level as the Indians themselves 
—be common with all. The financial 
support received from the home land 
should be equally divided between the 





missionary and native ministry, that 
all may have a common level of liv- 
ing. It is unmistakable that such a 
philosophy bears the stamp of com- 
munism. 

A certain body of Indian Christians 
has expressed its attitude to the mis- 
sionaries in new India, making the 
statements in the monthly periodical 
of that group: “The missionary in 
the free India should be prepared to 
work under the DIRECTION and 
LEADERSHIP of the Indian Chris- 
tians themselves. The foreign mis- 
sionary should work as a servant and 
member of the church in India. As 
soon as it is possible, Indians should 
take the places now occupied by 
foreign missionaries.” Whether this 
attitude will become modified in the 
future gives room for great conjec- 
ture. 

Any person planning to make mis- 
sionary work his career, and having 
India as the land of his calling, should 
be prepared to make great and diffi- 
cult adjustments to perplexing situ- 
ations and conditions. The need is 
for men and women with great spirit- 
ual stamina, and, most of all, with 
faultless character, to be worthy ex- 
amples of Christ in an abnormally 
critical environment. 

Christian missionaries in India 
must co-operate, as far as is possible, 
with their Indian brethren, with a 
tolerance for the ‘growing pains’ of a 
new nation. 

Let us trust that God will speak to 
the hearts of the Indian legislators 
as they guide the affairs of these 
nations about to be born, that reli- 
gious freedom will be tolerated. If 
such is the case, we can anticipate 
a great spiritual awakening in new 
states of India as they rise to shake 
off their shackles of bondage.

THE RIGHTEOUSNESS AND LOVE 
OF YAHWEH (GOD)

HOSEA says that Yahweh punishes, 
but His love is bound, ultimately, to 
awaken a responsive love by which 
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infidelity will be eliminated and over- 
come. His love is not favoritism, for 
whom He loveth He correcteth; but it 
may be expressed many times by 
mercy extended to those who follow 
righteousness. 

ISAIAH proceeds along the lines in- 
dicated by his predecessors. Right- 
eousness is true religion, and Israel 
is expected to be devoted to it. Isaiah 
longs for the time when Israel will 
no longer be enslaved to ritual piety 
which is steeped in injustice, but will 
be called “the fortress of righteous- 
ness.” 

JEREMIAHR’S contributions are vir- 
tually the same as those of Isaiah. He 
looks forward to the re-established 
Davidic kingdom under a ruler who 
will do justice and will deserve the 
name Yahweh or Righteousness. His 
faith in the righteous character of 
God was sorely put to the test in his 
day. Yet he acknowledges that Yah- 
weh is in the right, though he does 
ask why the wicked prosper. To suffer 
wrong to be done to another is almost 
equivalent to doing it. This concept 
calls a positive activity in behalf of 
right—they must see that the weak, 
poor, orphaned, and widowed secure 
their rights.

to the term. He uses it when speaking 
of the pious, the meek, the poor, the 
remnant; and for them righteousness 
shall finally be victorious. The rem- 
nant of Israel, having suffered, has 
been purified and purged of its sins, 
and its triumph will establish God’s 
righteousness. 

EZEKIEL used the term to express 
the religious relation of individuals 
to God. The plural of “Zedakah” con- 
notes good deeds proceeding from 
one’s religious character. His concept 
is ethical, not ritual. 

JOB approaches the problem of 
God’s righteousness from a new point 
of view. He challenges the Almighty 
to meet him in regular judicial pro- 
ceeding. The terms are used in a 
technical, judicial sense; namely, for 
“being right.” 

PROVERBS and ECCLESIASTES 
present it as the supreme moral cate- 
gory. The great contention is that the 
righteous are sure to reap rewards 
while the wicked are certain to be 
punished. 

In the APOCRYPHA the term is 
ascribed to God as a quality of His 
judgments and as manifesting itself 
in the course of human history. God 
grants victory to the faithful and 
courageous.
